Urges “Yes’’ Vote 
T he Editor 
The Escanaba Daily Press 
Escanaba, Michigan 


Dear Sir: 


T h e City of Escanaba needs new 
schools and the taxpayers will pay 
for them. A municipal plant will 
pay no taxes, the U pper Peninsula 
Pow er Com pany will pay $20,000 
school taxes in 1957, which will 
increase to $29,000 a year by 1962. 
A ny increase rn the size of the 
plant will mean an additional in­ 
crease in taxes. This is in addi­ 
tion 
to city, county, state, and 
federal taxes. The KEA will pay 
some county and school taxes, but 
W ILL NOT pay any city, state or 
federal taxes. The REA will use 
taxpayers money to build a plant. 
REA compares this loan to loans 
made by the BFC. 
They 
didn’t 
mention that industries borrow­ 
ing from the RFG paid various 
taxes which the REA WILL NOT 
pay. 
On the $800,000 bond issue for 
the w ater plant, the city will pay 
over $400,000 interest by the time 
the bonds are retired. On a bond 
issue of $4,400,000 for a power 
plant, the city will have to pay 
$1,700,000 interest by the time the 
bonds are retired. 
There has been some talk about 
atomic power someday. 
Atomic 
power is not feasible until you 
got a plant producing 100,000 kilo­ 
watts and the first 
plants 
are 
costing $100 million dollars. On 
top of that, the development of 
atomic power for electric genera­ 
tion has been turned over to pri­ 
vate power because it is so effi­ 
cient, and because it knows the 
e lec tra power business. It is now 
being developed on a non-profit 
basis. 
The city now buys power below 
cost and sells it to the consumer 
at a profit, which is nothing but 
a m ark-up. If the city builds its 
own plant, in order to make the 
sam e profit as now, there will be 
a 35.8 per cent increase in rates. 
This will am ount to $28.50 more a 
year for the consumer who pays 
$5.00 a m onth for power. It will 
am ount to $570 more a year for the 
consumer who pays $100 a month 
for power. 
The U pper 
Peninsula 
Power 
Com pany will freeze the rates at 
the present level for three years, 
and lees no justification 
for 
a 
raise in rates ut the end of that 
time. It is a proven factor that, 
AS THE PRODUCTION OF POW­ 
ER INCREASES, THE COST DE­ 
CREASES. 
How will this come about? 
A 
bridge is being built across the 
Straits, and this will improve our 
economic relationship 
with 
the 
lower part of the state, which is 
handicapped at present 
by 
tile 
bottle-neck at the Straits. Aiso, 


the G reat Lakes, 
St. 
Law rence 
Seaw ay is being built. Win n this 
is completed, Escanaba with one 
of the best harbors on the G reat 
Lakes, will be an ideal location 
for industry 
providing we get 
a decent power program. Ju st the 
other day in the Press 
I 
read 
about a Real Estate C om m ittee’s 
report on the Upper Peninsula. It 
showed that our area is in reach 
of a m a rk et of 50 million people. 
Certainly that would be an at­ 
traction to industry, of we had the 
right sort of power set-up. 
I sincerely hope that we do not 
m uff this chance next Monday. If 
we do not vote “YES,” we will 
regret it the test of our lives, and 
our children will regret it for tile 
rest of their lives, too. 
Escanaba had a 
population 
of 
14,524 in 1930, by 1950 this had 
increased to 15,170, or a total in­ 
crease of 646. This isn’t much of 
an increase in 20 
years, 
when 
other cities were recording g reat­ 
er increases in population. This is 
due to a lack of jobs and oppor­ 
tunities in Escanaba, causing our 
young people to seek a livelihood 
elsew here People born, raised and 
educated 
in Escanaba 
are scat­ 
tered all over the U. S. A 
This situation is and was caused 
by a shortage of power. No in­ 
du stry will locate w here such a 
shortage exists. We now have a
